During the f Ixst three periods Mc- 
Gill played bnlf mediocre football, 
although thé'iln^ worked strenuously 
and continually bucked through the 
M.A.A.A. Bturdlei for big gains. With 
the Injection of flanagan Into the 
play at. the end . of . the third period, 
the Red . and i White " aggregation 
picked up all sorts of dash, resulting 
In many excltlnjg moments of play 
which brought the supporters of both 
teams to their feet In urging on their 
respective players. 

Thomson had It all over the McGill 
backs In kicking, his "toe" giving 
tho M.A.A.A. squad a decided ad 
vantage for three-quarters of the 
struggle. Lafdiey was e|tslly out- 
classed by • the young Winged 
Wheeler, and It was only when Flan- 
agan eame onto the field that McGIll 
at all evened things up In the kicking 
game. 

On the line, McOIll plunged 
through the city team continually, 
and while on the defensive held back 
their more hu^ky opponents, who 
only managed to: gain their yards 
once, and wore f<^rccd to resort, to the 
kicking game to make grouh^.
